The small, yet rowdy 
crowd, was unleashed in the big apple with about 45 
minutes to spare before the club opened their doors. 
Some checked out the local diner, others ventured 
into various bars, and even a couple pretended to be 
well-dressed bums. Fortunately, all were accounted 
for by the evening’s end. 

In addition to the full bus load, approximately 80 
other fans ventured up, just to catch Bugzy up close in 
action and show their support. Of course, along with 
those from South Jersey, there were even more local 
regulars, many of which had no clue of Bugzy’s bril- 
liance. However, before the night was through, they 
definitely expressed their appreciation with lots of 
cheers and applause. 

The opening band, Dessler Blue gave an impressive 
performance with a set of rockin’ covers and helped 
get the crowd psyched up for the featured act, Bugzy. 


Fortunately, (along with a little extra help from Billy 
Albano, Jim Masi, and Tom Branella) the members 
from Bugzy had the stage set in no time. Meanwhile, 
the crowd awaited patiently, only to storm the stage 
when Jeff Seykot, Franki Gorgo, Bob Kimmel, Chris 
Reynolds, and Bugsy Kennedy made their debut with 
“Can't Let Go” and the crowd went wild. 

Of course the audience wasn’t the only ones dis- 
playing their devotion, representatives from three 
major record labels all had pleasing comments and 
even expressed their interest. Even Chris Lord-Alge, 
an enormously successful producer from L.A., came 
out to show his support. As a matter of fact, Chris 
Lord-Alge has agreed to produce Bugzy’s first album, 
once they are signed. That’s pretty good from a man 
who is credited with many top notch artists, including 
The Rolling Stones, U2, Bruce Springsteen, Damn 
Yankees, Poison, just to name a few. 

All in all, the evening was a complete success from 
start to finish. With eight incredible tunes, (“Can't Let 
Go,” “One Man,” “Father Time,” “Be a Big Man,” 
“Wasted,” Revolving Door,” “A Glimpse of Paradise,” 
and “Easy Way Out’) the crowd was still begging for 
more.

their instruments, as well as their ability to captivate! 


the audience. In Tune was able to sit in on one of their 
practices for their gig at BC’s in the 8th of this month 
and here’s what the guys had to say: 

Chris: | started out in North Carolina in the hills, 
where everyone’s related. | started playing Rock n 
Roll bands and left home about six years ago, playing 
in top 40’s bands and never made it home. | met this 
guy, (pointing to Bugsy) called me in New Orleans and 
said,’Can you be here tomorrow, we're this close to a 
deal, we could be signed any minute now.” That was 
2, 3 years ago. 

Bob: | started real young ‘cause my whole family is 
in music and show business. | started playing wood- 
winds: clarinet, sax, and flute when | was in grade 
school and then | started playing drums when | was in 
sixth grade. | think the first band | was in, | was eight 
years old. | thought my big break was when | joined 
the band we were in (Bob, Franki, Bugsy, and later 
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Jeff) called Pentagon. We were on the road making 
money, playing nice places. But Frank and | started 
writing original stuff and realized that that band wasn't 
the band to be doing the original stuff in. Right before 
we left the band, we made a guitar player change and 
that's when Bugsy came in. So our timing was good, 
we got to meet Bugsy and were able to get him 
involved. 

Franki: | got interested when my father used to play 
guitar into a recorder, sing back and play with it. | 
took piano when | was about 12, couple years and 
quit. Then | turned 18 and fortunately landed a job 
with a local band that did pretty good. From that, | 
quit to write songs, moved to Nashville, lived there for 
about ten months. | liked Nashville, but | hated the 
business of the music. Up and coming people were 
real doggy-dog. Then the manager that managed our 
band also managed Pentagon, said there was an 
opening and | saw the band and liked them. We were 
trying to do an original thing with the band, but we 
were so diverse, it was hard to write one style of 
music. But he (Bob) and | had the same taste, so we 
were writing songs and decided we were gonna get 
out and record em. Just as we were leaving, Bugsy 
came in. His voice was the voice for the songs. 

Bugsy: Started in Pennsylvania, left home, and was 
practically homeless at that point, trying to get 
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enough money down for an audition in another band 
that we were in (Pentagon) and practically begged 
them to give me the gig and they gave it to me. | went 
out on the road, made more money than | ever seen 
in my life, did the road for a lot of years, came off the 
road, and started the original band. It was just a writ- 
ing project, moved with no clues to what was gonna 
happen. Usually wound up playing with Bob and 
Frank most of the time and met Chris in a bar...Lots of 
bar bands, lots of touring, lots of road food and now 
this (referring to Franki’s basement where they prac- 
tice). 

Jeff: Started as a trumpet player in grade school. 
Started playing bass when | was 15. Got a degree 
from Glassboro State in music performance. Went on 
the road with Buddy Greco, quit him and joined 
Pentagon, but it was after these three guys (Bob, 
Franki, Bugsy) had already left. | was with them for 
about two years or so and then stayed on the road for 
a while. Moved back to Jersey, where I’m from and 
started playing the casinos. | knew these guys 
(Franki, Bugsy, Bob) since 88, through Pentagon and 
| was in the studio with them when | was in towns. 
Then finally, last summer, they asked me to be a full 
time member and | said “yeah”. 












Bugzy was called out for 2 encores. 


Bugsy: This is the band, there’s never gonna be 
any substitutes nor additional members, we'll play 
everything, even the strings. 

Bob: (Jokingly) If anyone thinks about leaving, they 
get shot. 

Chris: “Fire”. When | got asked to do the guitar 
tracks, you (Bob) told me you needed to beef up some 
big, fat guitar stuff, you needed to add some fire to it. 
So | would say, “I am fire!” - 

Bugsy: “Gasoline.” (Everyone laughs) | am the 
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BUGZY— 


“front guy.” | am the “singer’. | add “emotion”. | am 
“the motion’. | am the “stroking motion” behind the 
band. (In the end, it was decided, Bugsy is the 


“Emotion’) 

Jeff: “Diversity”. Because Bugsy said that about my 
playing. 

Franki: I’m the “Equalizer.” 


Bob: Musically - “Drive.” Businesswise - 
“Organization”. 
Chris: | play in three bands right now, this band, 


High Risk, and Dane Anthony and the Sons of 
Thunder with Bob. 

Jeff: I’m a free lance musician by profession. | do 
everything from bands to reviews. 

Bugsy: | do a lot of radio commercials. | play gui- 
tar, free-lance. We all do odds and ends, we do what- 
ever it takes to put food on the table, until this thing 
and (record deal) happens. | could live in my car, just 
knowning that things are going the way they're going. 

(Franki also does commercials and Bob owns his 
own recording studio “Recording At Leisure”) 

Bugsy: If you don’t like heartbreak and rejection, 
don’t get into this business. 

Chris: It takes a lot of time, the right people, and the

Of course, even the heavy hittin’ rockers need the pace slowed down a 
bit at times, so Guy toned down his energetic, flamboyant nature and mes- 
merized the audience with Tesla’s “Love Song.” Then he took a short 
break and turned the mike over to bassist, Tim Somers who added ina 
blast from the past, Molly Hatchet’s “Bounty Hunter’ and demonstrated his 
vocal talents. Then, once again Guy and his powerful voice handled Black 
Crowes’ “Hard to Handle” quite well, as did the rest, which displayed “tight- 
ness” and “solidity”. Of course, the show wouldn't be complete without 
Guy’s trademark song, Alice in Chains’ “Man In a Box”, so it was quite 
appropriate to finish off their set. 

Although they finished their set, Straight Jacket has only just begun and 
is still getting acquainted with one another. They've only been together for 
about a month and have practiced only six times. It also marked the first 
time the band played together live, as well as guitarist Ron Klaiss’ first time 
ever for a live performance. However, they all pulled it off well and the 
audience loved them.

LITTLE CHARLIE AND THE 
NIGHTCATS is one band you don’t 
want to miss! Charlie Baty is one 
guitarist you will not want to miss, 
and the blues’ harp of Rick Estrin, 
(vocals and songwriting), are unbe- 
lievable! 

Back in 1991, Big Rick Almon, 
(The Lobsterman), gave me an 
Alligator Records CD called, “All 
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By Ron Stinson 


The Way Crazy.” This was Little 
Charlie’s first CD.! It was recorded 
in 1987. | listened to this CD disk 
and it blew my socks right off my 
feet. | have been a big fan of Little 
Charlie And The Nightcats every 
since. 

Little Charlie and The Nightcats 
come from the San Francisco, 
Sacramento Bay Area and only tour 
the East Coast once a year. This 
tour will only last a month and the 
Lobster Blues Society is lucky to 
present this band for you and your 
listening pleasure. 

Little Charlies’ blend of power- 
house jump blues, Chicago blues, 
Swing and Rockabilly, make this 
band unique. They were unknown 
until six years ago. They spent ten 
years playing in smoky blues clubs 
in and around the San Francisco 
Bay Area until one day they sent an 
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unsolicited audition tape to Alligator 
Records’ president Bruce Iglauer. 

Bruce, like many record company 
presidents, didn’t listen to their © 
demo right away, then one day he 
gave it a good listen. The music 
blew him away! He was expecting 
a harp-led group similar to the 
Fabulous Thunderbirds but he 
didn’t expect a blues band with the 
sense of humor that Little Charlie 
had. That’s when he realized he 
had found a band led by two world 
class players with great original 
songs. He had to sign them. The 
rest is history. 

In 1988, the band started to catch 
on. Critics, DJs and fans worldwide 
were listening to Little Charlie and 
they started to receive some air 
play. They instantly were a hit at 
the larger blues festivals all over the 
country. They debuted in cities like 
Chicago, Austin, Dallas, New 
Orleans, Denver and New York. 

The release of their second 
album “Disturbing The Piece,” 
(1988) and in 1989 the album, “The 
Big Break,” helped build on their 
foundation, getting more air time 


_and raves from thé press. 


In the last five years, the 
Nightcats’ touring schedule has 
expanded from over 75 weekend 
gigs a year to nearly 250 dates 
annually.

This band gives one of the best live shows I’ve seen 
in a long time. ‘ The Lobster Blues Society has had 
Little Charlie twice and each time this band gets the 
people on their feet and the place comes alive with 
dancing and applause. 

“We're a party band,” Charles Baty will tell you. “Its 
fun to shake-up the audience a little bit.

Dynamics: A four letter word? 


OK! Your up on stage! The club is jammed and 
electricity is in the air. 

Your blood is pumping hard as you hit your first few 
notes. 

But something's not right! 

You can’t hear yourself well, so you turn up a little. 
The keyboard player notices this so he turns up too. 

Meanwhile the drummer and bass player are so 
excited to be in front of a live crowd that all the subtle 
interplay and nuances they worked so hard on in 
practice tumbles into a pit of sonic confusion. 

Suddenly you look up and the once full club is now 
occupied by 10 or 15 diehard noise RISES on their 
third pint of Jack Daniels. 

What happened? 

Bad dynamics - that’s what. 

The reality of music is that it is made up of subtle 
interplay and nuance, and if you’re wailing away on 
your instrument while your singer is doing a soft pas- 
sage, you're gonna get on people’s nerves. 

It's just as important to know when not to play as 
when to play. 

So, when you're onstage, try to keep your focus - 
be aware of what you and your bandmates are trying 
to do and act accordingly. j

Atlantic City, New Jersey: On 
April 18, 1993, The Highwaymen, 
consisting of Johnny Cash, Waylon 
Jennings, Kris Kristofferson and 
Willie Nelson, performed at the Taj 
Mahal to a sold out performance. 

Before introducing the 
Highwaymen, Sam Clover, DJ for 
WXTU, the country western station 
located in Philadelphia, PA, made 
several announcements concerning 
acts coming to the Taj Mahal (Alan 
Jackson in May, Reba Mcintyre in 
June and Billy Ray Cyrus in 
September). 

Then, The Highwaymen strode on 
stage and promptly sang their 
theme song, “The Highwaymen.” 
‘They rolled into “Good Hearted 
Woman”, Waylon Jennings’ hit, 
about his wife, Jesse Colter, also a 
country western singer. Willie and 
Waylon say a duet on “Mamas 
Don’t Let Your Babies Grow Up to 
be Cowboys.” ~ 

Like a well oiled machine, the 
foursome harmonized on their indi- 
vidual big hits and some new ones 
as well, rolling into one song after 
another and performed non-stop for 
two and a half hours. 

Willie sang some of his classics, 
such as “Always on My Mind,” “Blue 
Eyes Crying in the Rain,” “Angel 
Flying too Close to the Ground,” 
and “Crazy”, his big hit originally 
done by Patsy Cline. He also sang 
some songs from his new album, 
titled Across the Borderline, such as 
“Valentine,” “Getting Over You,” 
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The Highwaymen appeared locally at Trump's Taj Mahal on April 18. 


and “It’s My Life.” 

Waylon Jennings sang his big hist 
such as “I’ve Always Been Crazy,” 
“Amanda,” “Are You Sure Ole Hank 
Did It This Way” and included a 
catchy little tune called “Yabadado.” 
He got the audience to participate 
in one, dividing the audience into 
thirds, and getting them to sing one 
section at a time then against each 
other. Every time he came on to 
sing one of his hits, he would say, 
“lm back” and get a round of laugh- 
ter from the audience. 

Kris Kristofferson did a few of his 
classics including “Bobby Magee” 
and “Take the Ribbon from Your 
Hair.” Johnny Cash joined Kris in 
signing “Sunday Morning,” Kris’s 
first big hit originally done by 
Johnny Cash, about a hangover - 
something all of us could relate to 
on occasion. Kris did an endearing 
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lullaby called “Windows of Your 
Mind” which was written on the birth 
of his daughter. He also sang “Why 
Do We Try So Hard,” about a mar- 
riage on the rocks, not bad for a 
Rhodes Scholar. Kris dedicated 
“Why Me” to all Vietnam Vets, 
which got a big round of applause. 

Johnny Cash sang “Folsom 
Prison Blues,” one of his biggest 
hits about prison life. John always 
wears black in honor of prisoners 
everywhere. “Ragged Old Flag” 
was a tribute to our flag with a spot- 
light on a large flag off to the side of 
the stage. It was a touching song 
that got a large round of applause 
from the audience. 

The foursome did some new 
songs by artists other than country 
western; songs such~= as 
“Graceland” by Paul Simon. 
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Johnny Cash introduced “Ring of Fire,” a gospel written 
by his wife, June Carter Cash, which the foursome did a 
rousing version. They also did “I’m Gonna Sit Right 
Down Till | Die” and “Orange Blossom Special” - a blue- _ im 
grass classic. ae 

One encore included “Luchenback, Texas,” a classic 
hit from Waylon Jennings and the final song, appropri- 
ately was.“On the Road Again,’ Willie Nelson’s hit and 
theme song: 

The audience seemed to appreciate each song, giv- 
ing rounds of applause on their favorites and a more 
polite applause on some of the lesser know songs. It 
was amazing how subdued the audience seemed, so 
that you could hear everything being sung. The Taj 
Mahal was a great place for a concert, as the seats 
were comfortable and you had a clear view of the stage 
no matter where you sat. The acoustics were decent so 
that you didn’t have a lot of feedback and you didn’t 
leave the concert deaf. Although, they didn’t have much 
of light show, it didn’t detract from the concert as they 
sang better than ever. 

(The backup band members were members of Willie 
Nelson's band. including his sister, Bobbie on piano and 
Mickey Raphel on harmonica and Kris’s bass guitarist, 
Jim.)
